It is also ordered that rags gathered in or 
shipped from any port or place where cholera is 
knuwn to prevail in epidemic form be denied 
entry to the United States absolutely on and after 
the date of this circalar, except such as were then 
afloat, which must be disinfected on arrival. All 
previous department circulars relative to the im- 
portation and disinfecfion of rags conflicting with 
the provisions of this circular are hereby amend- 
ed to conform therewith. 

é The circular then prescribes the methods of 
disinfection which may be used. 
Hamburg Is an Infected Port. 

The following dispatches were received at 
the State Department today from the United 
States Consul at Hamburg: 

Hamburg emigrants must be regarded as com- 
fing from cholera-infected districts. Shall see 
that steamers and baggage are disinfected. 

The department has more reassuring news 
from Havre, France, relative to the reported 
epidemic of cholera there.

The first named officers are author- 
ized to detain passengers suspected of having 
the cholera, to learn their names and intended 
location before releasing them, even when 
doubt exists in the serious character of their 
ailment, and to advise the local board of their 
suspicions so that the suspects can be locally 
watched for some weeks. 

Dr. Thorne added that the cholera epidemic 
had been carefully watched by the English 
health authorities ever since its first appear- 
ance in the Far East. Every place visited had 
been marked on special maps at the depart- 
ment and full material for a study and his- 
tory of the plague obtained. Every precau- 
tion had been enforced except the declaration 
of absolute quarantine, which was a last re- 
sort, and ivalent to suspension of com- 
merece. Hg was confident that the board 
would , as it had always succeeded be- 
fore, in keeping the disease out of the country.

SCOURGE APPEARS IN ANTWERP. 


Wealthy People Preparing to Flee from the 
City—Five Deaths Recorded. 

AnTweErP, Aug. 24.—Since noon yesterday 
five persons who were suffering from cholera 
and were admitted to the hospital died in a 
few hours after their admission. One case of 
the disease, it is declared, has appeared on 
board a steamer from Hamburg. The Sani- 
tary Board has ordered a most rigorous in- 
spection of all vessels arriving from Ham- 
burg, the Rhine ports, and from France. For 
some time past there have been a number of 
suspicious cases of sickness in this city, but 
the authorities have steadily maintained that 
the disease was not Asiatic cholera. . No later 
than yesterday it was officially au- 
nounced that there was not a sin- 
gie case of Asiatic cholera in 
Belgium, the suspicious cases being simply 
cholera nostras. This statement received its 
falsification today, at least so far as Antwerp 
is concerned. The leadmg physicians of Ant- 
werp now declare that the disease is tæue As- 
iatie. cholera. The disease is now admittedly 
present in three of the great northern Euro- 
gprte Hamburg, Antwerp, and Havre— 
and there isa strong suspicion that the so-called 
cholerine prevalent at Stettin will turn out to 
be the Asiatic cholera. The announcement 
that the fatal scourge has appeared here has 
caused a feeling of apprehension and many of 
the wealthier residents aré making prepara- 
tions to leave the city. Everything possible 


will be done to combat the disease, and in-

New Lonx, Aug. 24.—[Special.]—A strange 
and highly interesting story was brought to 
this city today in the mail sacks of Ei Sud, 
the Brazilian steamship.

light on the gareer of Gideon W. Marsh, ex- 


President of the Keystone National Bank of 


Philadelphia, subsequent to his disappear- 


ance. But whether the story that is told 


relates to Mr. Marsh or to bis 


fellow-townsman and fellow-fugitive, In- 
surance President McFarland, is uncertain. 
At any vate one or the other of these highly 


accomplished financiers has, it seems, played 
a brilliant confidence game on two nations, 
and made his escape just in time to avoid ex- 
tradition, A copy of the Gazeta de Noticias 


of Kio de Janeiro, bearing the date of July 30, | 


is authority for the strange tale. This Brazil- 
jan journal says: 


Two years ago therg came to this port an 
American bearing the name of Walter H. 
Lawrence, He brought with him letters of | 
recommendation to several prominent Amer- 


ican residents and soon became well acquaint- 
ed in the American colony. His manners 
were such that he achieved popularity and the 


respect and confidence of all. 


In time he was appointed the confidential 
agent of the Consul-General of the United 
States, and was employed to collect statistics 
on certain matters. He wrote many official 
communications to the Government of the 
United States. He also won the en- 
tire confidence of the Directors of 
Progresso College, who availed themselves 
of his services. Lawrence possessed himself 
of the entire confidence of the American 
Minister Plenipotentiary to this country, 
Mr. Edwin -Conger, and through him 
was appointed Secretary of Legation. 
During the recent absence in the Unit- 
ed States of the American Minister 
Lawrence was appointed Chargé d' Affaires, 
which office he held until a few days ago. On 
the return of Minister Conger it was acci- 
dentally discovered that Lawrence was bear- 
ing an assumed name. Lawrence suddenly 
disappeared. It was lucky for him that he 
did so. One night he took passage on a sail- 
ing vessel for the coast of Africa and the Cape 
of Good Hope and thus escaped extradition. 
The necessary papers had already arrived 
here, it is said. 

Following this remarkable story in the Bra- 
zilian journal were the following two items: 

“An American detective is in Rio Janeiro 
looking for Mr. Marsh, the ex-President of a 
bank in the United States. 

“A Mr. McFarland, ex-President of a bank 
and two insurance companies in the United 
States, ie aleo wanted.”’

coéperation. Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Committee of Federal Rela- 
tions be instructed to consider a report with the 
recommendation of such action as is proper for 
this board to take with a view of making such aa 
exhibit at the World’s Fair as will clearly set 
forth the character of the work of the Sanitary 
District in respect to the questions above men- 
tioned, with a view to bringing all the said mat- 
ters properly to the attention of the people of the 
Sanitary District and to the people of the country 
at large who may be interested in the project for 
a great water way between the lakes and the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Prendergast Wants Enlightenment, 

Upon hearing it read Mr. Prendergast asked 
if a navigable waterway were possible from the 
gulf to the lakes. Mr. Cooley in answer said 
the best evidence of its possibility was in the 
fact that during the present summer a United 
States recruiting ship drawing twenty-two 
feet of water found no difficulty in reaching 
St. Lovis. The- Mississippi River, he said, 
was navigable for boats drawing fourteen feet 
without the expenditure of a cent for improve- 
ments, and boats drawing twelve feet ran upon 
the river long after the navigation had closed 
on the lakes. 

By unanimous consent the resolution was 
referred to the Committee on Federal Rela- 
tions, of which Dr. A. P. Gilmore is Chair- 
man and Messrs. Cooley. Russell, Altpeter, 
and Bolden weck members. This committee 
has been in existence since Dec. 10, 1890, when 
Messrs. Gilmore, Nelson, and King were 
named its members by Mr. Prendergast, then 
President of the board.

CLEAN UP THE CITY. 

The warning of pestilence has come at last 
in no uncertain manner. The cholera is at 
Havre and Hamburg, which are in direct and 
frequent steamer communication with Amer- 
ican ports and in indirect but scarcely less fre- 
quent tramp steamer connection. The. epi- 
demic now menacesthe United States, It 
may not come this year, but it would be still 
more horrible if it should come next year. 
The National Government has done well to 
take time by the forelock and notify its health 
officers and other officials to be on the lookout 
for infected vessels and enforce a rigid quar- 
antine, If its instructions are obeyed as they 
should be and its agente are alert it will go 
far towards warding off the pestilence, for 
cholera is unquestionably a quarantinable 
disease. But this is not all that should be 
done. The large cities of the country have a 
duty to perform in reinforcement of the Gen- 
eral Goverument’s efforts. Cholera is born of 
filth. It lives upon filth. I® is spread by 
filth. The first duty of cities, therefore, is 
to clean up, and in no city is this 
duty more imperative than in Chicago. 
It has a double inducement now. It should 
clean itself up not only because the Fair is to 
be hele here but also because of the danger of 
cholera, which, if it comes here next year, 
will ruin the business of the Fair. A good 
start has been made by the Mayor and Fi- 
nance com. mittee, thanks to the untiring ef- 
forts of the women of the Municipai League, 
by giving all the crematory bidders an oppor- 
tunity to go ahead and consume the garbage 
and by instructing the Health Commissioner 
to provide 175 tons of the stuff for burning 
each day. But the work must not be left 
wholly to the Health Commissioner. Let 
every housekeeper be a committee of one with 
full power to consume garbage. Let the law 
be rigidly enforced against those who are be- 
fouling streets, back yards, and alleys. Let 
the highways be put in order. Stop the smoke 
and soot nuisance. Ciean up the city not only 
because all the world is coming here next year 
but also because there is danger that the pes- 
tilence may come also, and ii / that case it must 
not find us under conditions favorable to its 
spread. Let it be remembered that New York 
is not very far from Havre and Hamburg and 
that Chicago is not very far from New York. 

Clean up the city and begin the work now. 


| WHERE THE RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLE 
COME IN. 

“ Grand Master Sargent, chief of the Fire- 
men’s Unions, left a sick bed at Terre Haute 
and went to Buffalo to do seme inconsequen- 
tial talking. In interviews with the Associa- 
ted Press and with Tun Trisuns correspond- 


vails among union men that this fight is be- 
ing made by the railroads against organized 
labor, and that if successful in the present in- 
statue the firemen, engineers, and all the rest 
will meet the same fate at a future time when 
some exigency might necessitate their mak- 
ing demands upon the corporations. Again 
„Grand Master ” Sargent makes this signifi- 
cant concession, which be clearly 
borne in mind: ‘* We—firemen—have no 
grievance against the railroad corporations 
involved in the present trouble. We take, 
however, a strong interest in the efforts of our 
fellow-workmen, and we are always ready to 
lend them our individual assistance in a just 
cause, when such help can be extended in a 
systetnatized way. 

„Grand Master’’ Sargenftherefore leaves it 
clearly to be understood that the railroad fire- 
men have no grievances against the railroad 
companies, but that they pretend they are 
afraid if the switchmen gét beaten in the 
strike they have made upon the roads the 
firemen, when they come to make demands at 
some future time, unreasonable or otherwise, 
will have a harder time in obtaining them 
than they would if the roads were downed and 
throttled and crushed in the fight. Their ar gu- 
ment is, according to “Grand Master’’ Sargent, 
that if they do not stand by the switzhmen 
now and help them crush the roads the latter 
will not stand by them when their turn comes 
to jump on the companies. They assume in 
advance they may make demands which will 
be unreasonable and which the roads will not 
concede, and hence that they may have to go 
on a strike, with its regular concomitants of 
mobbing, shooting, car burning, train derail- 
ing, and freight destruction. Hence, accord- 
ing to Grand Master "’ Sargent, asym pathetic 
strike may be advisable. They will not strike 
because they have anything to complain of— 
that is expressly conceded - but because some- 
thing may happen in the future, and if they 
do not go out now and help smash the roads 
they will not be able to do it when the time 
comes for them to undertake it. 

This is no new talk on the part of “ Grand 
Master“ Sargent, but it goes to show how ut- 
terly indifferent he is to the interests of the 
public, who individually pay the wages of 
himself and his firemen, and all the employers 
of the railroads, in other words, the people. 
There scems to be as much indifference to.the 
rights of the people on the part of Sargent 
and his little handful of organised mobo- 
crates” as there was on the part of W. K. Van- 
derbilt in his hfetime. 

The “Grand Master of the firemen also says 
in effect, “The public be d—d,” quite as 
earnestly and sincerely as Vanderbilt, Grand 
Master of Capital.

| PERVERTING A SUPREME COURT DE- 
| cls. 


The Democratic papers are printing brief 
extracts from a Supreme Court opinion writ- 
ten by the late Mr. Justice. Miller and deliv- 
i ered seventeen years ago, which they assert 
supports the claim made by their platform 
that protective duties are unconstitutional, a 
fraud and arobbery. These Democratic parti- 
san prints hope that none of their readers will 
take the trouble to refer toa decision which 
they never tell them where to find, but will 
take it for granted that the Supreme Court 
actually has condemned protection. 

Tun Tarsuns will do what its Democratic 
contemporaries have not done—show what 
that decision actually was and that it has no 
possible bearing whatever on the question of 
a protective tariff or its constitutionality. 

The Constitution of Kansas gave authority 
to City Councils to encourage the establish- 
ment of manufactories by direct appropria- 
tion or by the issue of bonds, the money to 
pay the interest on and redeem which had to 
be raised by general taxation. The City of 
Topeka gave bonds for $100,000 some twenty 
years ago to a wrought-iron bridge manufact- 
uring company to induce it to establish its 
works in that city. The bonds were sold by 
the company to a savings and loan associa- 
tion. The interest was paid for one year and 
then the city refused to pay any more. There- 
upon the purchaser brought suit. The case 
was submitted to the Supreme Court in De- 
cember, 1874, and was decided Feb. 1, 1875, 
the opinion appearing m Vol. 87, Supreme 
Court Reports. 

The Supreme Judges all agreed, with the 
exception of Mr. Justice Clifford, that the 
Kansas statute under which these bonds were 
issued was unconstitutional; not because the 
law violated any provision of the Constitution 
of Kansas, but because it attacked one of 
those rights which are beyond the control of 
the State in every fres government; use 
the property of the citizen was taken under 
the guise of taxation to pay bonds given in 
aid of the enterprises of individuals which 
were not of a public character. It was only 
after along and animated contest, said the 
opinion, that the validity of railroad aid bonds 
was sustained, and that only on the ground 


| that aid given to the building of railroads was 


or a public purpose, the roads being run for 
public purposes though built by private par- 
ties. 

The court said further: 


To lay, with one hand, the power of tke govern- 
ment on the property of the citizen and with the 
other to bestow it upon favored individuals, to 
aid private enterprises and build uo private fort- 
unes,is none the less a robbery because it is 
done under tne forms of law and is called taxa- 
tion. This is not legislation. It is a decree under 
legislative forms. 

Nor is it taxation. “A tax,“ says Webster's 
Dictionary, is a rate or sum of money as 
on the person or property of a citizen by the gov- 
ernment for the use of the Nation or State.“ 
“Taxes are burdens or charges imposed by the 
Legislature npon persons or property to raise 
money for public purposes. Cooley, Const. Lim., 

79. 


The court held rightfully that the bonds 
were worthless, even though the savings and 
loan association was an innocent purchaser. 

But what has this decision to do with pro- 
tective duties raised for the support of the 
Federul Government? According to the Demo- 
crats they are taxation, while the fault 
found by the Supreme Court with what was 
done under the void Kanaas statute was that 
it was not taxation. The court says there 
can be no lawful tax which is not laid for a 
public purpose. ‘The present tariff duties 
are imposed for the public purpose of pro- 
ducing revenue fur the support of the govern- 
ment, and they do produce $178,000,000 a year. 
Incidentally they give protection to certain 
American industries and the millions of people 
employed in them. The protection of the 
American wage scale of employés in so-called 
protected industries also protects the wage 
scale of all American workmen, no matter at 
what trade they earn their living. 

If the Kansas statute had been sustained 
every taxpayer of Topeka would have been 
forced to hand over a certain part of his prop- 
erty to the collector, which would have been 
passed over to the bridge company, or the 
holder of the bonds given it. 

The money raised by protective revenue 
duties is not bestowed upon favored individ- 
uals to aid private enterprise,“ but is used for 
the support of the army and navy, the pay- 
ment of the intereston the debt, the main- 
tenance of the courts, and for other public 
purposes after it has been app ropriated there- 
for by Congress. 

This decision, in short, has nothing what- 
ever to do with a tariff of any kind, and that 
is the reason why the Democrats merely quote 
scraps from it, never tell what the suit was 
about, and never state where the court’s opin- 
ion is to be found. They are as dishonest in 
this instance as they are in all others relating 
to the tariff question. They suppress, per- 


vert. misquote, mutilate, and distort all in the 


hope of deceiving the voters, and thereby 
clutching the offices. 


THE ANTI-OPTION BILL. 

It is reported that near the cluse of the latest 
session of Congress numerous petitions were 
received from the farmer class asking their 
Representatives to vote against the anti-op- 
tion measure. The signers had become con- 
vinced that the panacea offered by Messrs, 
Hatch and Washburn belongs to the kind of 
remedies that are worse than the disease they 
are intended to cure, that the farmers whose 
interests were supposed to be protected by it 
would be the first to feel its bad effects, and 
that those results would socn be sufficiently 
disastrous to excite a general demand for the 
oer of the measure should it ever become a 
aw. 

The latest received issue of the London 
Financial Times asks how it is p>esible that 
any one can expect a rise in prices to follow 
the narrowing of a market, which is exactly 
what an auti-option law would mean and 
cause. It states as an incontrovertible fact 
that the commercial community would not 
step in and carry the surplus produce for the 
farmer unless it “had a free hand to sell fut- 
ures” so ag to institute protection against 
loss. Very few capitalists would care to take 
the risk of buying cereals and holding them 
through several months till wanted for con- 
sumption in the hope of selling them then at 
a higher figure. If they did they would not 
be willing to pay the farmer the prices he can 
now secure in the wider and freer mar- 
ket open to him under present arrango- 
ments. They would insist on a probable 
margin of profit commensurate with the 
increased risk. With a bumper harvest and 
a restricted market buyers would have it all 
their own way, and then the producer would 
realize what a steadying influence the system 
now in vogue exercises on prices. And the 
paper refers to old-time conditions, such as 
have been cited more than once in Tun Turn-

UNREFLECTING ASSERTION OF JUDGE 


Mr. Moran in his new part of Chairman of 
a Democratic convention says: 

In this country today there is scarcely a man 
ignorant enough to believe that the consumer 
does not pay the tax, and no man—scarcely any 
man- is knave enough to state it from a public 
platform. 


This is hardly judicial language. If Judge 
Moran were writing au opinion he would say 
that the Democrats claim that the consumer 
pays the tax, but that the Republicans claim 
that while he seems to do so yet in many 
if not in most cases the foreign manufacturer 
places a lower price on his goods than he would 
if there were no duty and our market were 
open to him. In order te get into the American 
market at all he cuts his profits to the bone. 
He sells often for the bare cost of production 
to keep his hold on the American market. 

The Republican contention is that if two 
persons are competing, one of them domiciled 
abroad and the other in this country, the 
former sells his goods for the very least pos- 
sible sum, but that if he were freed from his 
American competitor he would advance his 
prices and charge just a8 much as consumers 
could be made to pay. Thus, if, by reason’ of 
the abolition of protechton, American manu- 
facturers were destroyed or crippled, the 
foreigners would take the goods for which 
they have been charging $870,000,000 and 
mark them up in price at least 30 per cent and 
as much higher as they thought the people 


would stand. Do away with the domestic 


competition which is proteeted by the tariff 
and the foreigner will have things his own 
way until the American ‘workingman has 
lowered his wages to a where competi- 
tion becomes possible protection. 

The most accurate s as to who 
pays the tax is that of Hamilton, that some- 
times it is paid by the consumer, sometimes by 
the foreigner, and is\ sometimes divided be- 
tween the two. Where the Gonsumer is obliged 
to have the article he pays it.

CaRLTIE ON OHEAP MONEY. 

The assignats issued in during the 
eight years beginning vith 1780 wer were paper 
„money.“ They were at based on the. 
supposed security of lands from 
the church and nobility, —— upon 
all the national domains and other property. 
They were issued to a ount of over 
forty-five billion francs or Mus billion dollars, 


and before they were withdrawn had depre- 


ciated to less than a third 6f one per cent of 
their face value in spite the law which 
made it a heinous offense to refuse to take 
them at par. Carlyle tells that in the last 
days of these assignats a hackney coachman 
in Paris demanded about $1,500 in the stuff in 
payment for ashort ride. In the first volume 
of his French Revolution „ he employs the 
following vigorous langiiage in regard to the 
first issue of these assiguats, and the pages of 
history tell how completely his fears were 
verified : 


Wherefore, on the 19th day of December, a 
paper money of dussignats, of bonds secured or 
assigned on that Clerico-National property, and 
unquestionably at least ia payment of that, is 
decreed: The first of a long series of like finan- 
cial performances which shall astonish mankind. 
So that now, while old rags last, there shall be no 
lack of circulating medium: whether of com- 
modities to circulate thereon is another question. 


But, after all, does not this assignat business | 


speak volumes for modern science? Bankruptcy, 
we may say, was come, as the end of all Delusions 
needs must come: yet how gently, in softening 
diffusion, in mild succession, was it hereby made 
to fall; like no all-destroying avalanche; like 
gentle showers of a powdery impalpable snow, 
shower after shower, till all was buried, and yet 
little was destroyed that could not be replaced, 
be dispensed with! To such length has modern 
machinery reached. Bankruptcy we said was 
great; but indeed Money itself is a standing 
miracle. 

The issuing of those assignats has been else- 
where defined accurately as a “‘ creating what 
appeared to be something out of nothing.“ 
The financial fabric thus built up was not a 
whit more substantial than the soap bubble 
which a boy blows at the end of a pipe that 
has been inimersed in suds. The bubble oc- 
cupies a great deal of room for awhile, and is 
iridescent with all the colors of the rainbow. 
It is a glorious looking thing for a few mo- 
ments, or perhaps minutes, and then bursts, 
returning to nothing but a minute quantity of 
original slime. There was nothing inside but 
empty air, and that would not stay there. So 
with the money invented by the French revo- 
lutionists. It was a grand idea to give the 

people an abundance of “money” with 
which they could pay off all their 
debis and buy everything they wanted 
to consume, one law imposing the 
punishment of death on any one who 
should refuse to take it in exchange for bread 
and some other necessaries. But it soon be- 
came evident that the money knew no re- 
deemer, and its incréasing volume, with suc- 
cessive issues, reached a bulk which forbade 
the idea of redemption. Then the folks who 
had labor, bread and clothing, fuel and meat 
to sell and houses to rent would not take it in 
payment except at a heavy discount, and not 
even the terrors of the law sufficed to make 
them willing to part with their property other- 
wise than on the basis of an increase in nom- 
inal price corresponding to the depreciated 
power of the “mopey”’ to buy things they 
wanted to consume or use, The government 
had to further increase the issue to 
compensate for the decline m purchas- 
ing value, and that made the thing still worse. 
Finally no one would sell anything he pos- 
sessed for that kind of money and nobody 
would work for the government in considera- 
tion of pay in assignats. Then the whole 
thing had to be repudiatea, and the people 
started in afresh, the “money” held by them 
being a dead loss. The event answered the 
question of Carlyle with a decided negative. 
There was an embarrassment of riches as 
measured by the nominal unit of the circu- 
lating medium, but no commodities that 
would circulate therein. The stuff would not 
buy its own weight in bread or meat, though 
alleged to be guaranteed by all the landed re- 
sources of the nation “and backed up by the 


* 
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conceived of, as exhibited in Argentina within 
the last few years. And similar disastrous con- 
sequences, differing only in degree, not 
in kind, would ensueif the crazy demands 
of the free silver comage advocates were 
granted. The neasuring unit of value would 
be reduced to that of the bullion in the silver 
dollar; prices would be correspondingly in- 
flated; the purchasing power of the money 
would be depreciated in equal degree; every- 
thing might boom, except confidence, for a 
short time and then a collapse, intense suf- 
fering accompanying the return to normal 
values and honest dollars. It is encouraging 
to know that the people are seeing this, and 
that the demand for free coinage is far less 
urgent and persistent than it was a few months

Would it not be more seemly in 
Mr. Burke and Mr. Cheney to act for the city 
and the taxpayers? Mr. Sheahan of the Spe- 
cial Assessment Department, Mr. Kuhns, the 
acting Commissioner of Public Works, and 
Ald.

Ald. Madden can be relied on to stand by the 
scheme of his ordinance. In the meantime 
the Mayor may be able to ascertain from Mr.

Each day brings new trouble to the Demo- 
cratic managers. Sometime ago Peter Kiol- 
bassa, the renegade Polish Republicah who 
was made City Treasurer by the Democrats, 
established the Polish National Alliance to 
help the Democratic national, State, and 
county tickets. That National Alliance is 
now disposed to bolt the party. The 
Trish Democratic convention of Saturday, 
Sunday, and Monday refused to nominate a 
Pole for any office. The “ ruling race“ dele- 
gates named a few Germans, a Hebrew, and a 
Bohemian, but studiously rsistently, and 
aggressively ignored the Poles, Danes, Nor- 
wegians and Italians who constitute a con- 
siderable part of the party they boss. The 
countrymen of Kosciuski and Stanley Kunz 
are kicking. The Polish National Alliance is 
in rebeilion. They threatened to knife the 
Irish candidates, and to get even with Kiol- 
bassa, whom they charge with betraying them. 
Even among the Legislative candidates the 
Poles have but one representative, Kwasi- 

roch, a relatiye-in-law vf Kiolbassa. This

The negroes came in from the camp about 
10 p. m. and could be seen in small groups 
about town, but they found out that the jail 
was strongly guarded and decided to leave be- 
fore 12 o'clock. There was not one to be seen 
and everything was quiet. The crowd, how- 
ever, all stayed on duty until daylight Mon- 
day morning. Since then the whole town has 
been in constant terror of the mob’s return 
and armed men have patrolled the streets 
night and day.

Mr. MacNutt, Charge d’Affaires at Madrid, 
Assaulted and Locked Up.

Loxdox, Aug. 24.—A Madrid correspondent 
sends by mail au account of the arrest and 
maltreatment last Friday of Francis MacNutt, 
United States Secretary of the Legation under 
Minister Grubb, and, since the latter's depart- 
ure, United States Chargé d’Affaires. The 
correspondent tried to send the account by 
telegraph Saturday, but the censors, both in 
Madrid and San Sebastian, refused to pass it. 

Friday, while out walking in San Sebastian, 
Mr. MacNutt entered a public room, but 
found it so offensive that he started from it at 
once. As he s outside a detective in 

lain clothes came up and réproved him for 

is conduct. Mr. cNutt excused himself 
on the plea that the interior of the room was 
unbearably filthy. The detective replied im- 
pudently and demanded Mr. MacNutt’s name 
and address. Thiaking the man to be a 
swindler Mr. MacNutt refused to give either. 

The detective then approached him men- 
acingly, as if to strike him. Mr. MacNutt 
struck out, knocked the detective down, and 
then drew his revolver. The detective shouted 
for help, several policemen responded, and 
Mr. MacNutt was arres making no resist- 
ance. At the lice he presented 
his card, explained who he was, and 
demanded that the keeper of the hotel in 
which he stopped be summoned to confirm 
his story. The police jeered at him and re- 
fused to consider his request. The Warden 
then led him toalarge cell full of thieves, 
tramps, and drunsards and locked him in it. 

On the way to the cell the Warden struck 
MacNutt three times, and after getting him in- 
side clubbed him severely, After two hours’ 
confinement Mr. MacNutt was released: The 
Warden refused to apologize, and gave Mr.

Paris, Aug. 24.—Owing to the many cases 
of sunstroke that occurred among the French 
troops during the marches and maneuvers 
that were held during the intensely hot 
weather of the last two weeks an inquiry into 
the circumstances was held by order of M. de 
¥reycinet, Minister of War. This court of 
inquiry has mad: its report, which shows that 
the movements of the troops were entirely un- 
called for and, could ve been post- 
poned with no détriment to the 
service until the weather became cooler.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 24.—] Special. ]—Yes- 

terday forty or more Russian Jews were 
treated to a bath at the government’s expense 
at the quarantine station. Not only were they 
bathed in water to which had been added car- 
bolic acid, that any cholera germs which 
might attach to their persons should be killed, 
but every rag of clothing which they boasted, 
as well as their other personal effects, was 
thoroughly fumigatea, The Federal and local 
health officers are on the qui vive that the 
dreaded scoutge may not invade this port. 
As one means to this end the effects of all 
immigrants commg to this port will be 
thoroughly fumigated and their persons 
washed, except in the case of such as may 
come direct from British ports and from 
Scandinavia. It will be easy enough to guard 
against rags being shipped here from infected 
distriets, but the authorities say it will not be 
so easy a matter to tell from what iocalities 
the rags have been gathered before they ar- 
rive at the shipping port. A great deal, they 
say, will depend on the United States

Requirements of the Certificates. 

The applicant is obli to sign his name in 
English, if possible. Otherwise he must si 
it in Chinese characters, under which 
Deputy Collector must write its equivalent in 
English characters. The persons requiring 
certificates of residence under the exclusion 
act are limited to Chinese laborers, and 
class includes all unskilled laborers, persons 
employed in mines, hucksters, peddlers, those 
engaged in drying or preserving shells or fish 
for home or foreign markets, and laundry- 
men. Persons employed in stores, but who 
are not owners or part owners, shall. be classed 
as laborers. Persons otherthan laborers may 
take out certificates. 

Each application —— be witnessed by two 
citizens, who must affirm that they know the 
applicant, that the accompan likeness is 
a true one, and that the applicant was a resi- 
dent of the United States May 5, 1892. Each 
must also be accom panied ad a description of 
the applicant, giving his residence, 
occupation, height, color o = complexion, 
and any physical marks or peculiarities for 
identification. The certificates will be re- 
ceived by Collector Mamer in a day or two, 
but he does not expect to be rushed in issuing 


them. 


Talk of Testing the Law. 

They are not bound to take them out 
under the law before next May,“ said the Col- 
lector, and they will be in no hurry to do it. 
There has been some talk of testing the law, 
but I do not see how anything in that line can 
be done for a year or two. don’t see. how a 
test case can be got under way until the law 
goes into operation and some Chinaman ob- 
jects to being put out of the ngs a 4 for re- 
fusing to abide by it. The few I have seen 
declare that a great many of their brethren 
will return to the Flowery Kingdom before 
complying with the law. 

Sam Moy of No. 327 Clark street is feading 
agitation against the new law. He says the 
great majority of Chinese residents will ignore 
the law and wait fer a decision by the Su- 
preme Court on its constitutionality. His at- 
torney assu him adecision could be se- 
cured by January next, four months before 
tho time the section relating to certificates of 
residence goes into effect. The weakest point 
m the law, the attorney says, is that section 
which requires every Chinaman to be identi- 
fied by a white male witness. This debars 
colored citizens from acti as witnesses, a 
discrimination not contemplated in the Con- 
stitution. Then again, the ‘nw says that the 
Collectors of Internal Revenue must furnish 
certificates free of charge, while in another 
section it is provided that the 1 must 
pay for the picture himself to be inserted in 
the certificates. These two sections are theore- 
fore in conflict and weaken the act. 

In the meantime the 4,000 Chinamen resi- 
dent in Chicago are not giving themselves any 
trouble over the new law, not being of the 
kind who worry easily over the future.

He Does Not Expect the Democrats to Be 
Victorious in That State in a Presidential 
Year—R. W. Donald of London, England, 
Discusses the Labor Troubles —He Thinks 
Engiand in Advance of America in the 
Settlement of Such Matters—Thurston 
on the Situation in Nebraska. 

„Ohio will probably go Republican next 
fail by the usual majority, said Allen Thur- 
man, son of the Old Roman,” of Columbus, 
O., at the Leland yesterday. “The Repub- 
licans always poll a full vote in Presidential 
years, and this year will be no exception. 1 
would be in favor of closing up Democratic 
headquarters if the Republicans would do the 
game, and taking it easy. The Republicans 
wouldn’t do that, however, because they know 
that it would be to our advantage, as their 
voters wouldn’t get out when there was no 
apparent danger of defeat. 

„There 1s just one thing which may happen 
to mare Ohio Democratic. Foraker may get 
mad and break loose before the fight is fairly 
begun. If he doesn’t make any speeches his 
friends, and they are numerous, will take tne 
cue and keep away from the polls. There has 
been a great deal of bitterness displayed by 
both factions, and the breach is not closed up 
by any means. 


The labor troubles are the logical result

Mr. Donald has 
made a study of the labor question in Great 
Britain, and through his writings in the press 
has come to be regarded as an authority 
whose opinion is worthy of considera- 
tion. “Ihave been in this country dur- 
ing three great disturbances which have 
aroused attention throughout the country, and 
I believe we have not had anything of the 
kind on the other side of the Atlantic since 
the Chartist agitation. We have our labor 
dis of course, but they are rapidiy set- 
tled, aud, generally speaking, settled with sat- 
— to — — Moreover, we Bagi 
eleinent is g gaining power, 
fore many years have pas-ed, ave will be a 

pular labor party in the British Parliament. 
Te my mind the chief reason for the contrast 
between the condition of things here and in 
our country lies in the fact that with us the 
sympathy of the public is at once aroused and 
plays its part in the conflict between the dis- 
putants, while with you each party is allowed 
to fight its own battle. Moreover, we have no 
armed police force organized by a corpora- 
tior, and the troops of the country are not 
called out without very grave reasons. Prob- 
ably these recent conflicts are but incidents to 
achange in the economic conditions of the 
country.“ 


“If the Democrats and third party forces 
get together in Nebraska and make an agree- 
ment to support one Electoral ticket we may 
as well say the Republican party in that State 
is defeated,”’

New Methods of Business Adopted by the 
Consolidated Exchange. 
Chicago is the leading gram market of the 
world. 
This fact has again been demonstrated by 


the action of the Consolidated Exchange of 


New York in ting prices of. the Chicago 
grain market. For the last ten days New 
York brokers have been using the Chicago 
quotations as a basis of their trades. Ali con- 
tracts, it is claimed, are based on the delivery 
of the actual grain in Chicago, while the dif- 
ferences are settled in New York. A Board 
of Trade firm in ‘this city acts as a clearing 
house for all trades at the Consolidated Ex- 
change in New York and settlements are to be 
made at the end 6feach month. 

By a direct wire from the Chicago Board of 
Trade quotations of the Chicago grain mar- 
ket are posted almost simultaneously in New 
York and Chicago. Anothér wire which con- 
nects the Consolidated Exchange in New York 
with the Chicago Board of Trade firm which 
acts as a clearing-house records all trades 
closed at the New York end. In this manner 
New-Yorkers are enabled to trade on the Chi-

CHICAGO END OF THE ROUTE. 
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Nothing Done Yet Toward Laying Pipe at 


Waukesha, as the Company Is Awaiting 
the Decision of the Supreme Court 


The Company's Booths at the Fair 
Grounds to Conform in Style with the 
Buildings to Which They Are Attached 
~—Its Numerous Employes. 

In pipmg water from Waukesha through 
Chicago to the World’s Fair grounds one 
would naturally suppose that the Waukesha 
Hygeia company would begin at the Wauke- 
sha end of the route and finish up with the 
pipes leading to the booths at the Fair 
grounds. 

Exactly the opposite has been done, how- 
ever, and the entire amount of main and 
lateral pipes in the World’s Fair grounds have 
been laid, while not a {pot of pipe has been 
laid at the Waukesha end. At Jackson Park 
about twenty miles of pipe have been laid and 
the main has been carried out under the 
Illinois Central tracks. One carload of the 
steel pipe to be used in laying the mains 
through the city was received Tuesday, and 
the company furnishing the pipe has twenty 
miles of pipe ready for delivery. This will be 
shipped on and laid at the rate of a milea 
day. At this rate the mains from the World’s 
Fair grounds up through the central part of 
the city should be in by some time next week. 
All the right of way has been arranged for 
north to the State ma the ordinance grant- 
ing the Hygeia company’s right through 
Rogers Park having been passed last Mon- 
day night. 

No steps have been taken as yet to lay pipe 
at Waukesha, as the company is waiting the 
decision of the Supreme Court, which is ex- 
pected to be favorable. As one of the officers 
of the company states, the getting of the north 
end of the line through is a d hog 
ease. It simpl 
tract with the World’s Fair people will have 
to be met and the money already expended 
would be practically lost unless some satis- 
factory arrangement is settled for piping 
water out of Waukesha. 

The pipe used is a steel cylinder, lined with 
a California dip, com principally of 
4s t. mains are six in 
diameter, with laterals three inches or less in 
diameter. 

Chief Burnham is now locating the 200

It is estimated that each of 
the 200 to 250 booths will necessitate the em- 
ployment of an average of four persons, and 
that the company will have from 1,000 to 1,500 
people on the groupd employed in selli 
the water.

The com expects to 
gain nothing from the World’s Fair end of 
the enterprise except the advertisement it will 
get by having its wares led there. The

CALLS THE TARIFF THE ONLY ISSUE. 


Secretary Foster Says It Can’t Be Upset— 
Force Bill of No Account. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 23.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Foster takes a rosy view of the 
political sitäation. I believe,“ he said to- 
day, that the President wül carry all the 
Northern States and two or three Southern 
States. The Democrats are seriously divided 
in the South. Republicans have been hearing 
so much about breaking up the solid South in 
past elections that they have little faith in the 
outlook, but I feel confident that the situation 
now warrants the prediction that there is 
going to bea political revolution south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. (7) The force bill will 
not be an issue this time, despite the efforts 
of the Democrats to make itso. As a matter 
of policy I never favored anything like it and 
voted against a similar bill when I was in 
Cougress, So long as there is an attempt to 
reform the election methods of the South ex- 
erted by the Federal Government or from the 
outside the Democratic elements will imme- 
diately come ther down there to resist it. 

My idea is that the Democrats are now 
divided into warring factions and for this re a- 
son they will permit thefree exercise of suf- 
frage . the colored voters and count all 
the votes. Thies was true in the late Guberna- 
torial contest in Alabama. In the Democratic 
convention the Jones men were compelled to 
make allowance for the full colored vote in 
the districts in order to a sufficient repre- 
sentation in the convention to defeat Kolb. 
Then when Kolb ran for Governor they were 
again driven to their desperate straits of hav- 
ing to count the Kolb vote in order to elect

They take the 
ground that protection, even though it be inci- 
dental, is unconstitutional, That is really the 
true meaning of their declaration. While talk- 
ing about a bankrupt Treasury, which, by the 
way, is a misrepresentation, they do not cut 
down expenditures, but offer to abolish the 
source of revenue. If they honestly believe 
that the Treasury is bankrupt and have shown 
themselves clearly incapable of reducing ex- 
penditures why are they not willing to relieve 
the situation by devising means for increasing 
the revenue? The last House bills 
which, had they become laws, would have re- 
duced the revenues $30,000 per annum, in the 
face of the fact that expenditures were so re- 
duced, and the declaration was made that the 
Treasury was bankrupt. 

„On the silver question the Democratic

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC.

tinental Lines Were in Session in 
New York, but Definite Action on the 
Subsidy Question Postponed Until To- 
day—Other Subjects Informally Dis- 
cussed—The Texas Rate Question to 
Come Up—A Conference of Officials of 
Interested Roads to Be Held in St, Louis. 
The much-talked-of meeting of the T'rans- 
continental Association convened in New 
York yesterday, and it will soon be known 
whether the Southern Pacific will continue to 
act as dictator of Pacific coast affairs or not. 
The principal question regarding the sub- 
sidy to the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 
pany, which will test the sincerity of the 
Southern Pacific’s competitors in their talk 


about withdrawing from the association if the 


Southern Pacific persists in its demand that 
they must share in the payment of the sub- 
sidy to the Pacific Mail company, was Lot con- 
sidered at yesterday’s meeting, owing to the 
absence of the representative of the Canadian 
Pacific and one or two other roads. The mat- 
ter will come up at 10 o’clock this morning 
and the general impression is that the South- 
ern Pacific will be asked to pay the entire 
amount of the subsidy to the Pacific Mail 
Steamship, and if that is refused several of the 
roads will give notice of withdrawal from the 
association. 

The discussion of the reduction of east- 
bound freight rates, so that the roads of the as- 
sociation could compete with American clipper 
ships sailing from San Francisco to New York, 
took up most of the afternoon. — 

The subject of the adjustment of under and 
oxer charges was referred to a committee to 
formulate a report. It is hoped by the asso- 
ciation members that some plan be arrived at 
where such under or over charges can be ad- 
justed at association headquarters instead of 
being done by the present method, which in- 
volves voluminous and long drawn out corre- 
spondence between the roads separately. 

Regarding a uniform bill of lading it was 
decided that nothing could be done, as many 
2 in this matter had heretofore proved 
useless. 0 


TEXAS RATE QUESTION TO COME UP, 


Conference of Officials of interested Roads 
to Be Held in St. Louis Soon. 

New Ortzans, La., Aug. 24.—[ Special.! 
E. H. Hinton, General Freight Agent of the 
Texas and Pacific railroad, who is now in the 
city, was asked about the effect of thedecision 
of Judge McCormick upon business of the 
Texas lines. 

The commission is restrained from mak- 
ing any new rates or even interfering with old 
rates which existed before the commussion’s 
ruhmg,“ said he. It is a natural presump- 
tion, as the railroads have been suffering 
severe losses under the commission rates, 
that the roads will be likely to re- 
store the ordinary run of atfairs. 
On account of the muitiplicity of interests in- 
volved there will probably have to be a con- 
ference of the different railways in Texas. 
Of course, there are certain rates the opera- 
tion of which entail actual loss on the roads. 
These do not pay the cost of the service. It 
goes without saying that such disastrous rates 
as those will be remedied by the individual 
action of the roads without waiting for any 
conference. 

„There will be a meeting of interested lines 
at St. Louis on Sept. 12. It will not bea 
meeting of the Southwestern Association, as 
that body no longer exists. The Texas rate 
question will come up and some course will 


be agreed upon. 
Jay Gould’s Latest Venture, 
There are indications that Jay Gould is plot- 


ting to become independent of both the Pull- 


and secure sleepers for his roads in which no 
one but himself is interested. A new palace 
car company has lately been organized at St. 
Charles, Mo., and, if reports are true, Jay 
Gould 1s backing the scheme. The new cum- 
pany is called the Krehbiel Palace Car com- 
pany, with Dr. A. Krehbiel at the head. The 
construction of cars by the new company has 
begun and several of them were completed 
a few days ago. The cars present a new feat- 
ure in parlor and sleeping coaches. By 
day they like any first-class parlor car, with 
seats on pivots on each side. A few pressings 
of buttons at night bring about quite a 
change. Itis transformed into a sectional 
compartment car, with an aisle at the side, a 
stateroom; smoking-rvom, and other arrange- 
ments. The walls of these compartments are 
of cloth. The chairs are lowered and become 
wide couches, while the high backs of the 
chairs double over and me upper berths. 
Part of the car can be kept a parlor car while 
the other part 1 be transformed into a 
sleeper. The fact that three of these cars were 
placed on the Union Pacific lately lends credit 
to the rumor that Gould is interested in the 
enterprise. 


Scalpers Getting Bold. 

The Burlington having made peace with the 
* scalpers,’’ the latter are now making stren- 
uous efforts to force the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul to knuckle down to them and pay them 
tribute. A circular has just been issued by 
the Ticket Brokers’ Association announcing 
that the action taken May 20 has been reaf- 
firmed in respect to having no relations what- 
ever with the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, and ing to handle no tickets routed 
wholly or in part over that company’s lines. 
The Milwaukee and St. Paul people refuse to 
say anything about the matter except that the 
boycott of the scalpers is doing them 
no damage. lt is quite evident 
that some movement is in progress among 
the managers of the railroads whereby the 
manipulation of tickets by scalpers can 
be brought to an end. All the profits from 
the passenger business go to the *‘scalpers,”’ 
and the owners of other roads besides the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul are beginning to see 
that the passenger agents, who take every op- 
portunity to aid and abet the scalpers, are 
curbed. It is predicted that a meeting of the 
managers of the roads will be held in the 
néar future to take such action as will pre- 
vent the scalpers from conducting the pas- 
senger affairs of their roads. 


Who Is Responsible for the Cut? 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 24.—[Special.]|—P. H. 
Philbin, ticket broker, safe there is no truth 
in the Chicago dispatch stating that the 
brokers in this city, by cutting the rate, had 
forced the railroads to reduce the fare from 
Omaha to Chicago to $10 and from Omaha to 
St. Louis to $9.25. Mr. Philbin said the Chi- 
eago and St. Louis roads running to St. 
Joseph and Kansas City had reduced the fare 
to $5, and from those two towns to Omaha the 
fare was $4.10, and, as this reduced the fare 
from Chicago to Omaha over $3 and from St. 
Louis to Omaha over $2, the roads were forced 
to meet this rate.

Senator Hoar Appeals to Irish-Americans 
to Exert Their Influence for Ireland. 

Worcerster, Mass., Aug. 24.—The Rev. Dr. 
J. T. Conaty of this city received a letter yes- 
terday from Senator George F. Hoar, who is 
now traveling in Europe for his health, deal- 
ming with the home-rule question in Ireland 
and the duty of Irish-Americans in aiding the 
Irish representatives in Parliament. In the 
letter, which is dated at Paris, July 26, Sena- 
tor Hoar said: 

I think the American friends of home rule for 
Ireland are in a condition to exercise a great in- 
fluence upon the future progress of that cause and 
to avoid what seems to me a very great danger.

TWO GARBAGE CREMATOBIES AL- 
READY CONSTRUCTED; 


Seven Companies in All Notified That the 
City Is Ready to Close Contracts with 
Them on the Terms That They Pro- 

_ posed—Sheriff Gilbert Objects to Paying 

$10,000 Out of His Appropriation for 
Bollers — Prospect of a Lively Fight 
Streets to Be Improved. 

The Commissioner of Health, obedient to 
the order of the Mayor and of the Finance 
committee, began yesterday morning the 
work of preparing for the garbage burning 
tests to be conducted by several sanitary com- 
panies interested in the crematory project re- 
cently indorsed by the Council. 

Seven companies have signified their desire 
to undertake the work of burning all the 


refuse of the city which is included in the, 


term garbage, whether admixed with ashes and 
incumbustible material or not. Two of these 
companies have already established plants and 
are prepared to begin operations without de- 
lay. They are the Chicago Garbage 
Crematory company, Lumber and Max- 
well streets, and E. 8S. Dreyer company, 
Morgan street and Canalport avenue; one 
having a capacity of sixty to 120 tons daily, 
and the other a capacity of twenty-five tons. 
Both propose to cremate any kind of mixed 
garbage, wet or dry, for 85 cents a ton and to 
remove the products of combustion and the 
residual matter free of cost to the city and 
without offense to the public. 

These companies were notified that the 
Commussioner of Health stood ready to close 


contracts with them upon their own terms, as 


submitted to the Finance. committee, for a 
term of not more than three months, and that 
the city would undertake to furnish to each 
not less than twenty-tive tons of garbage daily, 
cost free to the furnaces. To each of the other 
five bidders Mr. Ware sent the following noti- 
fication : 1 

I am instructed by the Finance committee to 
notify you that the proposition made by the City 
of Chicago for a test of the cremation of gar- 
bage, etc., as per the specification — your 
terms of —— cents per ton for the estructi 
garbage and refuse are accepted, test not to ex- 
ceed three months, the city to furnish the mate- 
rial required delivered at the furnace free of cost ; 
the company, on its part, to erect sales and 

latforms, said scales to be putin charge of an 
— of the Department of Health. 

I am also direc to state that the Finance 
committee has ordered that all refuse from the 
destruction of garbage, etc., shall be removed 
free of cost to the city. : 

Please notify me as early as possible whether 
this proposition is accepted. 

It is not likely that more than one or two of 
the companies proposing to do the work will 
accept the conditions of the test, but the De- 
partment of Health is sure that the test will 
be broad enough to furnish accurate data at 
the end of three months to guide the Finance 
committee in determining whether to pur- 
chase the crematory outright or to pay a fair 
tonnage for the disposition of the garbage. 


SHERIFF GILBERT OBJECTS, 


He Says He Win Protest Against Being 
Obliged to Pay $10,000 for Boilers, 
Hostilities have been renewed. between Sher- 
iff Gilbert and President Green of the County 
Board, and a lively tilt may be looked for at 
Friday’s special meeting of the board. At 
Tuesday’s meeting of the Public Service com- 
mittee the bid of the McFarland company for 
six new boilers for the Court-House was ac- 
cepted and recommended to the board for 
ratification. President Green got an amend- 
ment passed specifying that the cost of the 
new boilers, $10,000, should be paid out of the 
Sheriff's supply fund. The committee was 
given to understand. that $10,000 had been 
placed to the credit of that fund for the pur- 
chase of new boilers and no one objected to 


As soon as the Sheriff heard of the matter he 


was indignant. He denied that he was given 
$10,000 for new boilers when the appropriation 
was made last spring and he came to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Green was working a smooth 
scheme to impoverish the Sheriff's office and 
in the long run to bring ignominy ‘upon the 
present u. anagement of it. : 

Last year, said he, the board gere me 
$56,000 to run this office, pay for all coal 
and supplies of this building and the Criminal 
Court building, make repairs, and maintain 
my force. It was low, but I managed to turn 
over a small surplus to the board. This year 
I needed a good deal more, and asked fora 
much larger appropriation, The board gave 
me a lump sum of $65,000. Out of that in the 
outset I had to speud $4,000 to liquidate out- 
standing debts. That left me $61,000 to go on. 
Up to date I have spent $35,000 of that sum, 
with many bills yet to pay. And now Presi- 
dent Green comes and takes $10,000 away 
from me in a lump, leaving me only a drib- 
let. There was not a word said about boilers 
when that appropriation was made, and there 
was no $10,000 given me to purchase boilers. 
That sum ought. to come out of the building 
fund, and I shall protest before the board 
against the transfer of that amount from my 
appropriation.”

COMPLAINING OF A NUISANCE, 


Residents Near Kimbark Avenue and Fifty- 
sixth Street Object to Burke's Barn. 

Residents in the neighborhood of Kimbark 
avenue and Fifty-sixth street complain bitter- 
ly of the perpetual nuisance being maintained 
by Peter Burke, a contractor in the employ of 
the city, who keeps twenty-four horses in a 
string of ramshackle sheds on his lots at Kim- 
bark avenue and Fifty-sixth street and re- 
fuses to remove the manure. 

Complaint has been made to the Health 
Department, but the officials claim. to be pow- 
erleas. On hot days all windows and doors in 
the neighborhood have to be closed because 
of the intolerable stench.
